Ture much-vexed question of Franco-Siamese 
‘yelutions seems at last. really close to 
settlement. As our readers know, a new 
treaty hos’ been concluded and only waits to 
have its terms put into operation. The 
abortive agreement of 1902 which, favour- 
able though it was to France, did not satisfy 
the French. Colonial party, has been super- 
aeded by anothor giving France further 
privileges, and the outery of the grisping 
’ Coloninis, if uot entirely silenced, seems at 
least deprived of force. M. Erienyy, the 
well-known writer on France's foreign affairs, 
had ina number of the Dépiche Coloniale 
# early in Murch an article in which he 
pointed out the advantages of the new 
treaty. A great argument of the objectors 
was that France agreed to evacuate. Chanta~ 
boon—in accordance with the treaty of 
1893! In that year, when France and Siam 
signed a convention, it was stated at the 
end of. the document that France would 
continue to occupy Chantaboon until the 
execution of the stipulitions of the conven- 
tion, “and particularly’ until the complete 
and pacific evacuation of the - Siamese 
posts established both on the left hank of 
the Mekong and on the islands in the river, 
as well as those in the provinces of Battam- 
bong and Siem-Reap and within fifteen 
miles of the right bank of the Mekong.” 
Now Siam claimed very soon after the signa- 
ture of the treuty that she had fulfilled the 
conditions, but France has persisted . in the 
occupation of Chantaboon in spite of all

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back to Siam this guarantea of good he- 
haviour as sbo.considered it, but of eourse 
the 1902 ugreement fell through, and Chan- 
taboon atill remains French. The Colonial 


party have made vigorous denunciations of 


tho idea of surrender, stating that France 
has spetit about 12,000,000 franes in public 
works therd, all of which will have been 
wasted ‘if the place is restored to Siam. 
They have also alleged thut Clantaboon is 
important to the defence of Indo-China in 
view of the war proceeding between Japan 
ind Russias Apparently they think that 
Siam will he emboldened by Japan's 
suceess to attack Indo-China-—truly ridieul= 
ows though. the idea may seem to ua. 
However, M. Errewse pays litle attention 
tw such a suggestion, and says that Krat, 
the port on the coast further south, which 


is worth at least as much. as, if net more 
than Chantaboon, which is not a protection 
to Cambodia or to Indo-China generally. 
In his opinion: the great diswlvantage of 
the old treaty was that it left quite vaguely 
defined the frontier between the Great Take 
and the sca. Krat now, however, becomes 
French, and while the 25-kilouétre neutral 
gone of the treaty of 1893, sacrificed by the 
treaty of 1902, in atill formally abandoned, 
the new treaty offer compensations which 
have their importance.

“}Chantaboon aud a, cessation of the open 


hostility of the Fronch in Indo-China. 

‘As is well known, the new Anglo-French 
ragreement did not fuil to tuke into con- 
sideration the views of the two great Euro- 


‘Tpeun neighbours of Siam. We have heard 


no details of the understanding on. thie 
point, but according to the outline furnish- 
ed by Revver in his telegram of the 11th 
instant, the two parties, “disclaiming allideas 
of annexation of territory aud being resolved 
to abstain from any thing opposed to existing 
treuties, agree that their u.ction shall be exer- 
cised freely in the spheres of influence east 
and west of the Menam basin respectively.” 
It may be remarked that, “such, language

HEALTH AND DRAINAGE, 

The rains still continue, and cause a good deal 
of discomfort. The health of Cunton is not, how- 
ever, had; no cases of plague have been reported, 
and there is little, if any epidemic disease in tho 
city. Tho goneral verdict of tho doctors is that 
the year has 6 fur been remarkably bealthy-

The Municipal Council have 
decided to adopt the system of surface drainage, 
which although on the'face of it, and indeed 
generally speaking, less healthy than the other, 
appears to be better suited to an island built up 
on sand, where there is constant sinking of the 
substrata. 


ACCIDENTS. 

A basting accident occurred on the 20th inst, 
on the railway, ond was unfortunately attended 
with the losses of two lives, and injuries to ten 
persons. Explosions, on o large or # mull scnle- 
are, howe ver, not infrequent where Chinese ara 
concerned.

The war manifestations held in the largo a 
towns serve to show that intorest in politics has ff 
of Inté spread extensively among the inferior B 
classes, These demonstrations provided an 
opportunity for outward oxpressiong of public § 
opinion, and .consequebtly what was at first 
encouraged by the authoritivs has now Ween 
suppressed, Thus the students of §. Poters- 
burg University were urged to givo voico to 
their approval of the war; but.out of the 5,000 
to 1,00 stadents thore wero barely more than f 
200 who signed the address to tho Tsar, When 
those students wont to cheor outside the Winter B 
Paluco they were met by Adjutant-General 
Kleigells. who ndvised them to disperse; “for,” aM 
he said, “if you persiat, your enemios will also 
come hero und titke 4 scundal, to your and our 
discredit.” 

What wax thas avoided at 8. .Potorsburg 
cecurred at Odessa, where the students: who are 
members of the Sacred League gathered near 
the University building to cheer for tho war. 
This Anti-Semitic and loyal organisation was 
thereupon attacked by the others stude: ats, and a, 
free fight ensued, 

At Moscow the putriotic manifestations used 
to begin every uvening botween]0 and!Lo‘clock. § 
Portraits of the Tsar wore carried about hy 
groups of individuals, who insisted that overyons 
should take off his hat on passing. Those who 
failed to comply had -their hata knocked off. 
Every day these brawlers bocame more and more 
oumerous and violent. They sometimes avon 
insisted on the removal of ladies’ hats, For five 
or six days these scenes continued and lasted till 
the early hours of tho morning. At last the 
crowd, comprising may drunkards, proceedof to-f 
the Palace, and, ax the Governor-Gonoral failed § 
to appomr at the windot-, they lined and hooted. f 
The police, in endeavouring to disperse this 
mab, Were severely handled: and many constables 
were hurt.
